ADDITIONAL REVENUES FOUND

'Lynn, state auditor in a report on 
the Confederate pension fund, sub- 
mitted to Governor R. S' Sterling 
today, revealed that "unless rev- 
enues are 
supplemented or the 


monthly payments 
to pensioners 


decreased, it is believed that the 
deficit as at August 31, 1935, will 
be $6,896,386." 


'-. Lynn'said his report "shows that 
the state faces a very serious sit- 
uation with respect to the confed- 
erate pension fund." 


"By the end of 1935, unless re- 


lief is obtained, uension warrants 
may be worth only a fraction of 
their face value," the report said. 
"Prompt action is necessary in or- 
der to avert disaster." 


Revenues for the fund are de- 


rived entirely from a special ad 
valorem tax levy of seven cents on 
the $100 valuation. 
"There was a credit balance of 
140,082 in the pension fund at Aug- 
ust 31, -1924," 
the 
report 
said. 
•Each year since has closed with a 


eficit. 
The deficit as at August 


'£,•• 1932, was $2,825,881. Unless rev- 
are 
supplemented or the 


thly payments 
to pensioners 


decreased, it is believed that the 
deficit as at August 31, 1935, will 
be $6,896,386. This amount is more 


- than four times the revenue to be 


received for the year 1935; in oth- 
ed words, the overdraft ir the fund 
at the end of 1935 could not be 
entirely liquidated by four years' 
taxes if nothing further was paid 
for' pensions during that period. 
"This situation is due in par* to 
a reduction in tax valuations, an 
increase in delinqueces, and the 
recent adoptiion of the homestead ex- 
emption amendment to the consti- 
tution, which, it is believed, will 


deprive the 
Confederate pension 


fund of $1,200,000 of taxes in the 
years 1934 an 1935. The remain- 
ing prospective revenue for each 
of the years 1934 and 1935 is only 
a little more than 'the revenue re- 
ceived in 1925. 


"The expected deficit, however, 


is due primarily to the liberaliza- 
tion of the pension laws since the 
adoption of the 
latest 
pension 


amendment to the constitution in 
1928. Prior to the adoption of this 
amendment the eligibility of ap- 
plicants was limited by the con- 
stitution, and the amount permit- 
ted to be paid to pensioners was 
limited by law to the funds avail- 
able. 


No Limitations Now. 


"The amounts now payable are 


fixed specifically by statute, with 
no limitation designed to keep the 
total of payments within the total 
revenues According to the consti- 
tution, payments appear to be lim- 
ited to those who are in 'idigent' 
circumstances, but this provision 
and the definition of the word 'in- 
digent' have been eliminated from 
the statute. 


"In 1928 the number of names 


removed from the roll exceeded 
the 
number of applications ap- 


proved by 769. In 1929 and 1930 
the names removed from the roll 
exceeded the new applications by 
217 and 296, respectively. 
In the 
year 1931, the situation was revers- 
ed and the number of applications 
approved exceeded the number of 
names removed from the rolls by 
death or otherwise by 193. 


"At August 31, 1932, there were 


10,433 names on the pension roll, 
and 8296 of these were those of 
widows of veterans."

a repeal amendment if instructed 
to do FO by his state primary, but 
he contended today that vote was

Sheppard asserted that 'The re- 


peal of prohibition would be

Jimmy Blake wrote it, and with

month ago, 78 per cent a year 
ago, and 81.6 per cent the ten 
year average. 


The condition of cattle on Jan- 
uary 1 is rated at 82 per cent 
of normal compared with 85 per 
cent a month ago, 81 per cent 
a year ago and 83.9 per cent the 
ten year average. 


"In the Northwest, extreme tem- 


peratures and heavy snows caused

shrinkage in cattle,

The Hill and Hill trill would make

,:ng state law makes any prohibi- 
tion statute offense a felony and 
provides that 
possession 
of a 


quart 
of intoxicating 
liquor

prima facie evidence that it was 
possessed for the purpose of sale. 


The emergency clause of the bill 


to make the Texas penalties for 
liquor law violations 
conform to 
the fedral statue recited that the 
present state penalties worked an 
injustice 
on the 
poorer classes 


who were prosecuted in the state 
courts while persons of means and 
influence were prosecuted in fed- 
eral court. 
It aso stated that a 


majority of Texas citizens believe 
ed the penalties too severe, and 
that nforcement 
of the 
liquor 


laws, had been prejudiced in many- 
sections of the state because of 
the heavy penalties.

The house bill is intended, for a 


Pone-year period, to put into the 
farmer's pocket a cash return ap- 
proaching a pre-war ratio with 
industrial 
commodity-- prices. It 


would start in this way: 


For all benefited commodities ex- 
cept tobacco, an "initial marketing 
period beginning 30 days after en- 
actment and ending 
when 
the 


1933-34 
marketing 
year 
starts 


would be established. In this pe- 
riod, these minimum prices would 
prevails: Seventl-five cents a bush- 
el on wheat and rice; 9 cents a 
pound on cotton; 
five 
cents a 


pound on hogs; 26 cents a pound 
on butterfat; three cents a pound 
on peanuts. 


Whenever average market prices 


received by the producer dropped 
below these prices—as they are 
now—the secretary of agriculture 
would declare the difference be- 
tween the two and that difference 
would be levied as a tax on pro- 
cessing. Collections would be paid 
out as a bounty to farmers on their 
percentage of domestic consump- 
tion, or, in the case of dairymen, 
on 80 per cent of their production. 
Hogs would provide a slight va- 
riation. While the bounty would be 
figured on a 5-cent basis, the tax 
would be determined on a graduat- 
ed scale mounting from 31-2 to 
41-2 cents a pound. And to parti- 
cipate, hog producers would have 
to market 20 per cent less ton- 
nage. 


Cut for All Participating.
